(Fourth Paper—Conclusion.) 


NATURE is consistent throughout 
all her works and it is perfectly 
logical to look for the same plan of 
building in the gross structures as is 
found in the minute forms. In fact 
it has been the general structure of the 
larger creations which has led to the 
discovery of the form of the atom. As 
has been shown the combined spiral, 
coil and vortical forms of motion have 
led to the production of the atom, so 
may be observed similar methods in the 
erowth of minerals, plants and animals. 
Start with the study of crystollo- 
eraphy. It will be noticed that the 
axes, planes, and angles of crystals bear 
a definite symetrical relation to each 
other, and the persistence of these 
definite relations is on a par with the 
law that definite chemical compounds 
are always composed of the same ele- 
ments in the same definite proportion. 


Watch under a powerful glass, or by a 


crystallizing tank in a solar microscope, 


the process of crystallization. Take for 
example a saturated solution of sodium 
chlorid. This will give cubical crystals. 
As each new cube is formed it will not 
join with its predecessor side by side, 
but will attach itself to a corner, and is 
followed in like manner by other cubes, 
creating in time a pyramid, the nearest 
approach to a vortex possible by 
straight lines. As this pyramid is 
formed, a similar one is attached to it 
and the combination again results in a 
cube. If other minerals are used such 
as water, silver nitrate solution, etc., 
perfect and beautiful forms will cluster 
around the original center of energy, 
always following the wave or vortical 
order. 

The ultimate organic cell has been 
described as “a crystal bounded. by 
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curved lines.” And it is possible that 
_ this distinction may serve as the divid- 
ing line between living (organic) matter 
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and so-called dead or inor- 
ganic matter. One of the 
simplest grouping of cells in 
plant life is the spirille, 
which might be called blood 
vessels and lymphatic ducts 
of plant life. Figure 14 is 
the spirille of watermelon 
enlarged about 1600 times. 
This figure might serve as 


a well to illustrate the general 
= structure of any other plant 
= cS and many animal tissues.

greatest form of vegetable 
life, as shown in trees, the same rule 
of growth is observed. Take any tree 
and tie a string to the lowest limb or 
knot and carry the string to each suc-

ceeding knot. By the time the top of 
the tree is reached there will be formed 
a perfect spiral cone similar to figure 


15. And in every tree of the same 
species it will be found that an equal 
number of revolutions will reveal an 
equal number of knots or limbs. In 
some varieties of trees the knots will 
be grouped together almost on one 
level, and similar groups of knotty 
rings higher up. These trees may be 
compared in growth to the apparently 
concentric rings of the waves formed 
by dropping a pebble into smooth 


water. 


From the most highly developed 
vegetable life to the lowest form of 
animal may be a great gap, but it will 
be seen that the structural analogy is 
preserved. Take the web of the com- 
mon barnyard spider. It is nota series

of concentric polygons, such as the 

ladies attempt to make out when they 

embroider one, but as near a coil as it 

is possible to construct with straight 

lines (figure 16). The spider after

In a more easily recognizable form 
this analogy to coil and vortex is found 
in the shell of the common snail, figure 


17. At first glance the great coil is | 


seen,’then commence with the lip of 
the shell, where it joins the body. 
A line will be observed running 
around the shell continuing to the 
center, in a form very much like 
figure 9. If the center is examined 
under a strong magnifying glass a 
vortex will be found almost.as per- 
fect as the atom is supposed to be. 

These illustrations might be car- 
ried on to an almost infinite extent 
in considering the various organs 
of the human body, such as the 
convolutions of the brain, the mus- 
cular formation of the heart, the 
labyrinth of the ear, ete. Still 
more perfect will be the analogies 
of the rate of motion to the advance 
and recession of the waves of matter, 
sound and light, if we consider the 


functions of these organs, such as the 
vortex of creative force, either phy- 
sical or mental; the rythmic cycle of 
the heart, the sleeping and waking 


consciousness and so on throughout 


the entire catalogue of activities. 

As Professor Crookes aptly compared 
the atom to a miniature stellar system, 
so another writer, not so well known, 
forty years ago compared the present 

formation of the earth to a pool of 

water disturbed by a pebble. The 
following illustration and state- 
ments are borrowed from a work 
by P. G. Guion, «The Comet, or 
the World in its Past Present and 
Future Stages,” published by Hale 
of New York, in 1864. Mr: Guion 
asserted that at one time the earth was 
a perfect sphere without any mountains, 
not even hills of “fifteen cubits and 
upwards.”” Consequently he figured

only one continent, circular in shape, 


situated on the present site of the 
Pacific Ocean. 


There being no hills, 
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there could have been no rainstorms, 
but the earth was watered by dew, and 
mists. Rainstorms and the historic 
rainbow not appearing until after the 
cataclysm which gave the earth its. 
present irregular form. In a great 
earthquake the original continent sank 
and threw up the present great moun- 
tain chains. He calls attention to the 
fact that the highest mountain ranges 
form a more or less irregular circle 
around the Pacific ocean, these are fol- 
lowed by gradually lessening altitudes 
as they recede; the steeper sides of 
these mountains are towards the Pacific 
and the opposite sides gently slope 
down to meet the shallower oceans. 
All of this it will be seen corresponds 
closely with the waves formed by the 
sudden depression of a pool of water. 
Each reader may judge of the value of 
these facts for himself, but be that as 
it may it certainly opens a curious and 
interesting field for investigation. 

In summing up the recent discoveries 
which have led to the new chemic. 
theories a few conclusions have been 
reached which must serve for some time 

to come as the working hypothesis for 
- the origin of matter as we see it. 

Among these conclusions are: Furst 
—The atom is not the primal unit of 
matter, but only of the differentiated 
matter, known as elements. Second— 
Atoms are built of ions which of them- 
selves, or by subdivision into anions 
and kations, possess the dual electro- 
positive and electro-negative chemic 
tendencies. Third—That all energy 
(life) is essentially the same, simply 
being vibratory form of motion in ether. 
Fourth—That all difference in form, 
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vibrations might be perceived by the

his prejudices. I am confident that 


> more than 90 per cent. of the cases can 


be cured by the use of such remedies 
as veratrum, bryonia, aconite, bella- 
donna, and asclepias tub., together with 
external heat applied to the chest. This 
latter measure should accompany the 
internal remedies in every case of pneu- 
monia, and cold applications should 
never be used. There is no exception 
to this rule, absolutely. Given a case 
of pneumonia of sudden development 
in a patient previously strong, where 
the symptoms are rapid and oppressed 
breathing, cold skin with dull or dusky 
appearance of the face, a rapid but full 
round soft pulse, and a high tempera- 
ture, veratrum, a drop at each dose, 
every half hour until the pulse has 
fallen to 85 or 90, and then every hour 
until it reaches from 55 to 65, has often 
accomplished the abortion of the dis- 
ease within 24 hours. | 

This is my own experience and the 
experience of others of our school, but 
this train of symptoms is often found 


with other symptoms, and is not always 
easily diagnosed as an unmixed group. 
Sometimes it is necessary to add bella- 
donna to veratrum, or aconite and 
belladonna, in combination. If the 
pathology were always closely consid- 
ered, theoretically belladonna would be 
indicated in the first stage of every 
case as there is always a period shorter 
or longer, of the primary congestion at 
the onset, and in no organ of the body 
will belladonna antagonize capillary 
engorgement and temporary stagnation 
more readily and positively than in the 
lungs. It is diametrically and physio- 
logically antagonistic to it, and its in- 
fluence and capillary pulmonary con- 
gestion can not exist at the same time. — 
It is in the exact line of the rational 
physiological action of belladonna to 
overcome engorgement and restore the 
normal capillary circulation. 

This done and maintained, the dis- 
ease is gone. What is more rational 
than this? Combined with acoaite the 


excessive heat production and _ heat 


radiation are controlled at the same 
time and thus inhibiting influence is 
exercised over every pathological factor 
of the disease. This aborts the disease 
promptly, often surprisingly. But the 
physician is not always called at the 
onset of passive congestive stage, and 
the passive congestion has developed 
into an acute active congestion; tissue 
changes have taken place, and the pro- 
ducts of acute inflammation are abun- 
dant. If the skin is cool in this stage 
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belladonna should be continued, but 
in smaller doses, and in conjunction 
with aconite and bryonia. This latter 
remedy is introduced to inhibit the 
inflammatory processes, and to get rid 
of the products of inflammation as fast 
as they are formed. It is a remarkable 
remedy for this purpose. If there are 
sharp, cutting, quick, shooting pains it 
is especially indicated. If the skin is 
dry and hot, some diaphoretic given in 
conjunction with bryonia, is needed for 
quick results. 

There are three remedies used by 
different physicians for the same pur- 
pose: Asclepias a grand old Eclectic 
remedy, always reliable; jaborandi, in 
from two to five minim doses, a most 
excellent remedy, and ipecac. If there 
is present persistant, sharp, quick dry 
cough, ipecac. and bryonia are espe- 
cially indi-cated ; both in small doses. 

If there are no bronchial or mucous 
secretions and the mouth is dry, as well 
as the skin, jaborandi is the remedy. 
It acts in harmony with aconite and 
belladonna. Where these remedies are 
studied persistently they become fav- 


_orite remedies and are very reliable. 
‘The heart needs no attention when 


these remedies are used. It does not 
feel the depressing influence of the dis- 
ease at all. There are a few fallacies 
in the belief of the profession at large 
which have been handed down as tra- 
ditions, which are possitively without 
foundation, and as the results are not 
improved by adherence to them, it is 
most remarkable that the profession 
clings to them with such tenacity. The 
first is, that heart is sure to fail, and 
sustaining measures must be given from 
the first. | 

I am sure I have seen patients die 
that would have lived if the attending 
physician could have got this idea out 


of his mind. Another is that cold pre- 


vents the development of the disease. 
Cold increases every congestion in the 
body. JI am sure there can be no true 
congestion without its influence pri- 
marily. Heat antagonizes local en- 
gorgement and congestion and carries 
off most rapidly morbific products and 


sustains the vitality of the part. All 
lung pains can be more quickly con- 


trolled without opium. 


Choice of Methods in the Treatment of Operable Cases of Cancer,

B* the expression “ operable cases of 

cancer’’ reference is made to those 
malignant growths which are so situ- 
ated and delimited as to be thought 
capable of entire removal by a surgical 


procedure, and which are supposed to 
be yet free from daughter tumors in 
other portions of the body. Such clas- 
sification is, of course, uncertain. The 
fact remains, however, that the interests 
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of our patients demand a liberal inter- 
pretation of the term “operable,” even 
if it involves many instances of defeat 
to ourselves, for our negative conclu- 
sions as to the possibility of cure are 
liable to be wrong as well as our posi- 
tive ones, involving the ultimate loss 
' of lives from inaction that might have 
» been saved by a bolder course. 
: The discussion of the proper methods 
to employ in operable cases of cancer 
is the most important subject in oncol- 
ogy today, aside from the etiology of 
malignant tumors, and one that is 
sreatly neglected; for it should be re- 
called that our voluminous literature 
on radiotherapy is chiefly concerned 
with inoperable cases. If we are to 
cure any considerable proportion of 
cancerous growths we must cure them 
in their early stages, and must create a 
sentiment in favor of early application 
for relief. No other course will arrest 
the onward progress of this scourge of 
humanity. 
The average medical mind yet turns 
to the knife as the only surgical pro- 
cedure known for operable carcinoma 
and sarcoma; even members of this 
Association occasionally betray this 


| mental attitude in debate, unmindful of 


the surgical possibilities of electro- 
chemistry, with its many advantages in 
certain cases due to greater thorough- 
ness of destruction, bloodlessness, 
absolute asepsis and antisepsis, con- 
trollability of effect within cavities, and 
sterilization of the edges of the wound. 
Yet the question remains with the most 
skillful users of this force whether this 
method, the knife, or radiotherapy is 
best adapted to an individual case, and 
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it is in the hope of throwing light on 
this problem that these brief remarks 
are presented. 

In the Oncologic Hospital recently 
founded in Philadelphia, and now in 
active operation, an effort is being 
made to determine the present con- 
dition of our knowledge of this ques- 
tion under unusually favorable auspices, 
for the staff includes special workers in 
each method, and the policy of the 
hospital is the admission of operable 
cases only, or those who are supposed 
to be operable. The hospital has now 
been open eight months, and the num- 
ber of cases subjected to each method 
during this time may be taken as an 
attempt to solve practically the propor- 
tions of operable cases suitable jto each 
method, in the opinion of the several 


operators. 


During the eight months 103 cases 
were under treatment, of which number 
9, were found unsuitable for any kind 
of curative treatment, owing to inacces- | 
sibility of situation or general systemic 
invasion, Of the remaining 94 cases 
64 were treated by cataphoric opera- 


tions; 17 by Roentgen rays; 5 by knife 


operations ; 4 by both cataphoresis and 
X-ray; 2 by cataphoresis and the knife ; 
and 2 by the knife and X-rays. 

~The per cent. of those treated by 
each method would therefore be as 
follows : 


Cataphoric operations......... 68 per cent

It is too early yet to analyze the re- 
sults of this work, as many of these 
cases are still under observation and 
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@ | 
should remain under observation for 
some time, yet it may be said that of 
the 94 cases 32 have been discharged 


with no evidence of disease remain-. 


ing. 
The large proportion of these cases sub- 
jected to cataphoresis in the Oncologic 
Hospital may be in part due to the fact 
that two out of the four operators are 
enthusiastic in this work, yet I believe 
that a study of the ultimate results in 
these.cases at the proper time will dis- 
close substantial reasons why even 
more than two-thirds of early malignant 


growths on the exterior of the body 


and in accessible -cavities should be 
treated in this way if the best results 
are to be attained. 

Taking up the specific reasons for a 


choice in each variety is, however, a 
large task and difficult of statement in 


detail in the time at my disposal. Re- 
membering that I allude only to appar- 
ently operable cases, I may say that the 
knife may be preferred in an early, 
diffuse carcinoma of the breast, when 
the whole breast seems involved with- 
out involvement of the underlying tis- 
sues or the axilla. The amputation of 
such a breast is simpler than its total 


destruction by cataphoresis, though 


scarcely a shorter operation. If the 
underlying tissues are involved, or the 
axilla be invaded, I believe an exten- 
sive cataphoric operation offers greater 
chance of cure. 

Malignant disease confined to an 
organ easily removed, such as the eye, 
testicle, or abdominal organs should be 
subjected to the knife. Not so the lip, 
face, tongue, cervix uteri, rectum, or 


other parts difficult of delimitation. In 


these situations cataphoresis is infi- 


nitely preferable. 


Turning to the Roentgen rays, it may 
be said that a considerable proportion 
of the minor cases subjected to cata- 
phoresis in the Oncologic Hospital 
would have been treated by these rays 
in other hands, and that there is a wide 
overlapping of cases suitable to each. 
Yet many of our cases of small skin 
growths that were cured by a thirty- 
minute application of cataphoresis had 
received prolonged application of X- 
rays in able hands elsewhere without 
result. And inasmall growth or ulcer- 
ation the choice between a harmless 
application of a few minutes and a pro- 


longed series of dangerous applications 


of an uncertain force ought to be easily 
made. 

The cases referred to the radio-thera- 
peutic clinic by preference, aside from 
the failures under other methods, are 
those in which a very extensive surface 
is but superficially involved, or where 


a surface growth so situated as to be — 
incapable of destruction by cataphore- 


sis without destroying important struc- 


tures. 
Conclusions. 


(1) The question of the best method 
of treatment for operable cancerous 
growths is far more important than 
that of the inoperable, for the only 
real. progress will be made in the early 
treatment of these growths. 

(2) Results already attained in the 
Oncologic Hospital indicate, in the 
opinion of the writer, that over two- 
thirds of early cases of maglignant dis- 
ease are best treated by the cataphoric 
operation. 
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» (38) The knife is most useful when 
F an entire organ in which an incipient 
, crowth has appeared may be removed, 
and least useful when the limits of the 
. crowth are difficult of determination. 

» (4) Roentgen rays are indicated in 
| the early treatment of cancer when a 
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superficial growth is too extensive for 
destruction by cataphoresis. Small 
superficial growths should not be sub- 
jected to this slow and uncertain method 
alone when they may be destroyed in a 
fewminutes by cataphorsis.— The Jour- 
nal of Advanced Therapeutics. 


Leprosy, Its Causes, Prevention and Cure. 


THEODORE JUDSON HIGGINS. 


S a continuation of the series of 
articles which we are preparing 
| for the Journal we would state, leprosy 
» is not an importation into our bodies, 
f but like all other morbid processes is 


a perversion of cellular activity. Now 


as man isa summarium of the universe, 
| or to quote the language of St. Gregory 
the Great, “Man contains within him- 
self an abridgement, a summary of all 
the wonders scattered throughout the 
realm of creation by God’s munificent 
hand. In fact he shares existence with 
minerals, growth with plants, sensi- 
bility with animals, intelligence with 
angels, and immortality with God.” So 
the cell is an epitome of man, and more 
especially of the particular organ of 
which it is an integral part. It is the 
primary organ of all organs. The phy- 
slology of the cell is complicated. 
speaking generally we claim that each 
individual cell manifests the four chief 
physiologic functions of animal life, viz: 
tutrition, reproduction, conductivity 
and irritability. Life is impossible, 
“peaking comprehensively in a somatic 
vorganism unless a nutritious fluid is 


circulating among its cells, and unless 
this fluid is properly erated, and this 
circulation is impossible without a 
regulating nervous mechanism. Thus 
broadly speaking the three essentials 


to somatic life, circulation, respiration, 


and innervation continue in the leper 
though sadly interferred with: It now 
becomes self-evident that the cells first 
to show evidence of the character of 
the fluid which is bathing them will be 
the cells of the organs of elimination, 
and especially the sudoriparous glands, 
lungs and mucous membranes. It is 


for this simple reason that the mucous 


membrane of the tongue becomes such 
an important clinical factor in indicat- 
ing the chemism of the entire body and 
of certain vital organs in particular | 
and thus enabling the doctor of the 
Kelectic school to arrive at definite 
practical conclusions as to the under- 
lying cause or causes of a disease ex- 
pression in a givencase. ‘The pigmen- 
tation lack of pigmentation hyperemias 
or anemia of areas of the skin furnish 
valuable data, but we are drifting from 
the detail of our subject. In the Decem- 
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ber Journal we spoke of the polycythe- 


_ Inia present as perhaps the first path- 


ological manifestation that we will find 
in a case of leprosy, and we briefly 
outlined a course of treatment to be 
pursued during this phase of the dis- 
ease expression. We wish to emphasize 
the fact that we have the specific indi- 

cations present for the use of pilocarpus. 
_ The most prominent among them are 
a marked dryness and heat of the 
skin, a puffiness of the muscular tis- 
sues, especially marked about the eyes, 
forehead, cheeks and nose (the pre- 
monitory symptom of Leontiasis lep- 
rosa). The urine is scanty and of a 
high specific gravity and deep and 
dark in color, looks like weak coffee. 
There is an cedematous condition of 
the limbs, more marked in the hands 
and feet, and the patient may or may 
not be subjected to colliquative sweat- 
ing. If the patient is suffering with 
colliquative ephidrosis, pilocarpus pen- 
-natifolius in reasonable amount to 
attain its therapeutic effect will stop 
these expressions of disease. Why 
does it produce this effect? — 

We answer because the secretory 
action of the sudor-forming glands in 
a case of colliquative sweating is but 
an expression of compensation whereby 
one system of eliminative organs is 
striving to accomplish the work which 
the entire glandular system should ac- 
complish, and were it not for the fact 
that nature does put forth this effort 
the patient would die very promptly of 
autointoxication. 

Now the pilocarpus given the specific 
indications therefor, stimulates the en- 
entire glandular system causing a state 


before each meal. 


of renewed activity. The sudoriparous 
glands are no longer called upon to 
carry the excessive burden, consequently 
the profuse ephidrosis ceases. The 
spleen becomes more active, the diges- 
tion of the excess of red corpuscles is 
effected gradually but surely, the red 
corpuscles assume the normal healthy 
form, the vital potential of every organ- 
ized cell of the body is raised, because 
the nutritious fluid which bathes every 
cell in the body, is becoming changed 
in character and quality. The natural 
antiseptics (which are normally pro- 
vided to increase vital resistance to the 
disease expressions which indicate the 
systemic application of pilocarpus and 
for cactus in combination therewith), 
are being manufactured to meet the 
demand. 

The bacteria, which are always pres- 
ent in a case of leprosy, and which, like 
the hungry moss, are present to feed on 
the disorganizing, and also upon the 
imperfectly formed tissues, are begin- 
ning to receive the scalding and scorch- 
ing which assists in their final over- 
throw. So we see that pilocarpus and 
cactus, because of their effect on the 
glandular system generally, stimulating 
the formation of bactericidal agents are 
bactericidal and antiseptic in their ulti- 
mate results as well as eliminant in 
their effort. 

For the purpose of favoring assim- 
ilation by exciting to action the lacteals 
and lymphatic circulation generally, 
there are no drugs that excel spec. vera- 
trum vir. and iris versicolor aa 3 i.

Eclecticism and Specific Medication.

mca means, to choose the best 


from all, and it was on the strength 
of this that the Eclectic school was 
formed. As we understand Eclecticism 
today it means to choose the _ best 
from all in a systematic manner and 
use according to specific indicaticns. 
Materia Medica does not belong to one 
school of medicine, but any school or 
physician who understands that certain 
functional or pathological changes will 
produce certain symptoms and that cer- 
tain drugs will correct these conditions, 
which, by test, have proven to be indi- 
cated in certain conditions, will under- 
stand that medicine is a science. Direct 
medication is what we practice today, 
that which Dr. J. M. Scudder long ago 
said, would be the practice of the 
| 
What is specific medication in its 
broadest scope? It means that if cer- 
‘tain functional or pathological changes 
will produce certain symptoms, that we 
use remedies that are indicated where 
certain symytoms are present and thus 
correct these wrongs. Does this mean 


that remedies in their secondary form 
are always indicated, or does it mean 
that remedies in their primary(form*are 
only indicated? 

It simply means that any remedy 
that is indicated in a condition should 
be used, be this in its primary or sec- 
ondary form. This is specific or direct 
medication in the true sense of the 
word. | 

There is system in this, it is science. 
Turn it as we may we cannot change 
facts. If we want to practice specific 
medication in its broadest sense, we 
must recognize the secondary and pri- 
mary action of drugs; in other words © 
study the use of a drug in its entirety. 
In a case of powerful determination of 
blood to the head, contracted pupils, 
marked restlessness, we would think of 
gelsemium in its secondary form. In 
a case where pupils are dilated, face 
pale, patient drowsy, we would think 
of belladonna in the secondary form. 
On the other hand a patient threatened 
with collapse, cold and clammy perspir- 
ation on any part of the body, but 
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especially on the forehead, veratrum 
album 2d, in the primary form is in- 
dicated. A patient suffering from 
severe cramps, where drawing up legs 


and pressure ameliorates, colocynthis 


2nd or higher, is the indicated remedy. 


The above illustrations show that in 
order to practice specific medication in 
its broadest sense, we cannot help but 
recognize remedies that meet specific 
indications, be they in the primary or 
secondary form. 


The Uses and Abuses of Certain of the More Simple 
Gynecological Procedures,

a! the first years of gynecology as a 

specialty, the gynecologist did very 
few major operations and depended— 
in season and out of season—upon a 
routine of topical measures. Then 
came the mania for operating, and 
thousands of healthy ovaries were sac- 
rificed. Fortunately the gynecologist 
learns by experience, and time having 
taught him that the operative removal 
of a gynecological lesion did not always 
cure the patient but often left her a 
physical and mental wreck, he learned 
to stay his hand and often make trial 
of less radical measures. Certain minor 
gynecological procedures—so often 
abused formerly, and even now—have 
nevertheless a certain definite value, 
and a thorough understanding of 
their uses and abuses will certainly be 
of service to the general practitioner 
and the specialist in dealing with pa- 


tients who come to them complaining 


of what are presumably gynecological 
disorders. It may therefore be of some 
profit to discuss the uses and limita- 


tions of (1) the bimanual examination ; 
(2) the vaginal speculum; (3) the tam- 


pon; (4) the uterine sound ; (5) appli- 


cations to the cavity of the uterus; (6) 
the vaginal douche ; (7) the pessary. 
(1) In married women a bimanual 


examination is permissible in the ma- 
jority of cases, and where doubt still 


exists should be supplemented by an 
examination under anesthesia. On the 
other hand, in the case of anemic or 
neurotic girls—unless there is a his- 
tory of periodical colic without any 
menstrual flow, unless external exam- 
ination has proved the existence of an 
abdominal tumor, or the history points 
strongly to a gonorrheal affection—we 
should certainly confine ourself at first 
to a thorough external physical exam- 
ination, and institute the treatment 
gained from the indications afforded, 
and then wait a few weeks before in- 
sisting upon a bimanual examination. 
In unmarried girls, where a bimanual 


examination seems to be imperative, © 


anesthesia should be employed and as 
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form the “tampon habit.” 


, rule the examination should be made 
by the rectum. 

(2) For a skilled examiner the va- 
cinal speculum is not necessary, but it 
ean be used to advantage during cer- 
tain operations, and in taking stitches 
out of the cervix or vaginal walls. In 
the rare instances in which a speculum 
is used in examinations, those of the 
ordinary type should not be used for 
unmarried women. A small cylindri- 


cal speculum is much preferable in 
these cases. | 


(3) If encouraged, women are apt to 
Properly 


applied tampons often do good in cases 


of subinvolution of the uterus and’ 


chronic salpingitis or ovaritis, and 
much more rarely in cases of retrodis- 
placement of the uterus. But they 
must not be applied too frequently or 
over too long a period as the necessary 
manipulations often cause irritation. 
Applying a tampon, the patient should 
be in the knee-breast posture, which 
causes the pelvic organs to gravitate 
towards the abdomen, so that as soon 
as the speculum is introduced, the va- 
cinal walls separate and the tampons 
can be placed behind the cervix, and to 


either side of the median line of the 


body. A number of small tampons is 
better than one or two large ones. 


(4) The uterine sound has often 


caused abortion, especially in the 
hands of the young and unsuspicious 
physician. The specialist uses it in as- 
certaining the length of the uterine 
cavity before dilating and curetting, 
but only after the possibility of preg- 
aancy has been excluded. 


(5) Irritating drugs applied to the 


mercury 


improperly.

cavity of the uterus rarely do good. 


They sometimes cause poisoning. In- 
tra-uterine douches of bichloride of 
have often caused severe 
cramps and shock, and many patients 
have died from the effects of the poi- 
son. Again, the use of a counter- 
irritant in the uterus may render the 
parts more susceptible to bacterial in-— 
vasion, and thus facilitate extension of 


the pathological process to the adnexa. 


(6) The vaginal douch is often given 
Here a proper technique 
isof the utmost importance. It must 
not be ordered as a routine procedure, 
but properly used it does good in acute 
inflammations of the vagina, uterus, or 
lateral structures, and in cases of hem- 
orrhagic or foul discharges from a can- 
cer of the cervix. 

(7) The pessary is not a panacea, as 
was formerly thought for all displace-. 
ments or supposed displacements of 
the uterus. In this connection arises — 
the question: What is the normal po- 
sition of the uterus? In simple dis- 
placements of the uterus, a well-fitting 
and properly applied pessary undoubt- 
edly sometimes does good, but when 
inflammation of the adnexa coexists, a 
pessary would often act as an irritant. 


Again, the existence of a displacement 


often gives no inconvenience to the 
woman if her general health is looked 
after and her attention is not drawn to 
her pelvic organs. An experience of 
over twenty years has taught me that 
there are only a few cases of antever- 
sion or anteflexion of the uterus which 
are benefited by the use of the pes- 
sary. On the other hand, a prolapsed 
uterus really needs a mechanical sup- 
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port if for some good reason operation 
is contraindicated. 

In using a pessary several rules must 
always be observed : 

(1) The pessary must be of the right 
size, and must be inserted in such a 
way that it acts as a support without 
causing irritation. 

(2) It must be removed at intervals 
of two or four weeks in order that it 
may be cleaned, and the physician must 
satisfy himself at the same time that it 
is causing no ulceration of the parts. 

(3) Before the pessary is again in- 
serted, and every seven days thereafter, 
the patient should be given a vaginal 
douche.—Cleveland Medical Journal 


Surgical Suggestions. 


[From the American Journal of Surgery,] 


A very simple method of curing a 
corn is to excise it. 


Never incise a swelling in the course 
of a large artery without making sure 
- first that it is not an aneurism. 


In wounds made by coal on the ex- 
posed parts of the body, remove all 
the particles of coal dust; otherwise a 
disfiguring pigmentation might follow. 


In a case of fresh traumatic ampu- 
tation of a part of the finger, if the 
amputated part has not been too lacer- 
ated or crushed, try to restore the 
member by cleansing the parts carefully 
and suturing it to the stump. Once in 
a while the graft will “take.” 


The best drainage should be afforded 
for all punctured wounds of the palm ; 
suppurations in this region are very 


disagreeable and are followed by severe 
consequences. 


After major amputations an elastic 
constrictor should always be left at the 
head of the bed, so that the nurse can 


immediately apply it case of secondary 
hemorrhage. 


In performing subcutaneous infusion 
do not allow too much fluid to accumu- 
late at one area, otherwise necrosis 
may occur. Shift the needle to various 
parts not by swinging it from side to 
side, but by partly withdrawing it and 
reinserting it to another area. 


In operations upon the head or neck 
the anesthetis must see to it that no 
instrument is allowed to lie over the 
cornea, especially if it is exposed. UI- 
ceration may be caused with ease ; it is 
often healed with difficulty. 


A Urethral endoscope will be found 


a great help as a means of introducing 


a rubber drainage tube into a narrow 
tortuous sinus. 


In very acid urine red blood cells 
may be disintegrated and appear under 
the microscope as an amorphous mate- 
rial. When it is important to deter- 
mine the presence or absence of blood 
in the urine it is sometimes necessary, 
therefore, to resort to a chemical test, 
e. g., that with guaiac resin. 


If possible, always tie each compo- 
nent of a kidney pedicle separately, not 
en Masse. 


If pus persists in the urine after an 
extirpation of a kidney for suppura- 


tive disease, it often means that the 


ureter is involved and will require sub-

Medical Department of the Army. 


There is a bill before Congress ask- 
ing for an increase in the number of 
medical officers. The present number 
is 820. The number asked is 450. 


The army is officered for 100,000 men;

In our Spanish-American war which 
lasted less than two moons, the deaths 
from casualties were 293, while those 
from disease were 3,681, or nearly 14 
to 1. That is a bad record, a record 
without excuse for this rich nation.

A sufficient staff, and am- 
ple authority independent of the officers 
of the line, in sanitary, medical and 
surgical matters. It is possible that 
we could not follow the dietary of the 
Japanese, which contributed a great 
deal to their success, but we might 
adopt a more easily digested ration 
than the present.

Blunders in Water Oures. 
BY E. BIBERGEIL. 


Winternitz remarks that mistakes are 


\ liable to occur in estimating the amount 
| of stimulation from the thermic and 
| mechanical stimuli applied, in the be- 


havior afterward, and in guiding and 
controlling the reaction. In applying 
cold baths in fever, their effect on the 
nerves, vessels, heart, blood, tissues, 
and intraorganic metabolism must be 
borne in mind, Itis a mistake to ap- 


| ply very low temperatures, very slight 


mechanical stimuli, and only for a 
short period. Such applications raise 
the temperature instead of reducing it; 
the innervation, metabolism, and ox- 
idations are whipped up instead of be- 
ing checked. Long, cool, not cold 
vaths, rather intensive mechanical 
stimuli, tranquil rest under adequate 
covering after such a bath, and its 
repetition at the proper time, are the 


necessary factors. , By paying attention 


high temperature. 


to the temperature alone, the physician 
is apt to err by too frequent and too 
cold baths in the severe infectious dis- 
eases. Winternitz has seen cases in 
which serious nervous disturbances 
were the result of this error (febris 
nervosa, versatilis in the aged). Longer 
intervals, slightly warmer water, and 
longer baths generally banish these 
frequently threatening complications. 
In typhoid a very dicrotic and rapid 
pulse is more important as an indica- 
tion for repeating the baths than a 
Very rapid pulse 
with still vigorous heart calls for wet 


packs, repeatedly changed, which in 


case of a slow pulse and signs of weak- 
ness on the part of the heart would be 
a serious blunder. The behavior of 
the vessels is the guide for the choice 
of the temperature, and for the length 
and degree of the mechanical stimula- 
tion. When the vessels display a par- 


lytic tendency, as in severe scarlet 


fever, the most energetic thermic stim- 
ulation is demanded, with avoidance of 


much mechanical stimulation of the 


skin. Brief dips and douches of quite 


cold water are often surprisingly effect- 


ual. In measles the indications are for 
powerful mechanical with only slight 
thermic stimulation. Rubbing down 
with a fine linen cloth wrung out of 
cold water responds to the indications 
in measles. The delayed eruption fre- 
quently appears at once after this pro- 
cedure, and threatening symptoms van- 
ish. The most prominent signs of col- 
lapse and heart weakness are the high 
temperature in the mouth and rectum 
(with clammy extremities, etc). This 
condition calls at once for application 
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of heat to the periphery and abstrac- 
tion of heat from the trunk. Cold 
packs to the trunk and heat to the ex- 
tremities have saved many a patient 
who would have been irremedially lost 
without such energetic and persevering 
applications. The water applied to 
the trunk should be as cold as possible 
and that applied to the periphery 
should be as hot as possible. In 
anemia, in chlorosis, and in convales- 
cence the error is in using too hot or 
tepid temperatures, forgetting that the 
aim is to stimulate function. Vigor- 
ous, brief, thermic, and mechanical 
stimulation of the nerves, following a 
preliminary thorough warming—these 
are the principles for such cases. In 
taking a sitz bath, the unimmersed 
parts of the body must be carefully 


covered to prevent loss of heat. Other- 


wise, the effect of the bath is entirely 
annujled in treating intestinal affec- 
tions. Usually in hydrotherapy the 
cold should follow hot applications, 
never the reverse. The physiologic 
action of hydrotherapeutic measures 
should be better studied, and a well- 
conducted clinic for hydriatic treatment 
is a necessity, he thinks, in every med- 
ical school.—The Journal of Advanced 
Therapeutics.

‘The alkaloids, when you have said 
the best you can in their favor, are, ai 
best, only a part of the original plant. 
We are apt to term them the active 
principles of the plant. How are we 
to demonstrate this fact absolutely? 
Can it be demonstrated? I think not. 
Who would be rash enough te assert 
that all of the good of cinchona lies in 
the quinine, or that of nux vomica in 


the strychnine? And not only of these 


two, but also of the entire list of 
plants, which, by means of manipula- 
tion, can be caused to give up their 
alkaloidal principles. 

‘Those who are at all familiar with 
the early history of the Eclectic School 
of Medicine know how nearly it came 
to shipwreck because of the wild en- 
thusiasm over the idea of alkaloidal 
medication. Fortunately, the error 
was discovered early, and the more ra- 
tional and scientific method of using 
entire plant substituted. 


peutic nihilists to-day among the Ec- 
lectic practitioners than any other 
It is due to the 
fact that they use almost exclusively the 
liquid medicines.” 

Dr. Howes’ remarks are pertinent. 
We have long contended that the full 
and most beneficial medicinal action can 


not be obtained by the use of isolated 


principles of drugs. The resinoid dis- 
traction of the early Kclectics is still 
remembered tremblingly by those who 
had the good of Kclecticism at heart. 
Te divorced principles of plants do 
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not in any sense fulfill the same thera- 
peutic uses that result from the employ- 
ment of the naturally combined princi- 
nles of plants. These principles have 
thus far been best obtained and pre- 
served in liquid medicines. ‘The action 
of opium, as a whole, differs essentially 
from that of its many alkaloids. Gel- 
semine, veratrine, and aconitine are 
dangerous and unruly medicines in any 
doses, and do not meet the indications 
for gelsemium, veratrum, or aconite. 
We have nothing to say against the 
That they 
possess great force is cheerfully con- 
ceded. But in the doses ordinarily 
used we believe the action of the more 
powerful ones physiological or even 
toxic, and not medicinal, as that term 
is employed in Kclectic medicine. 
Years of trustworthy experimentation 
with the alkaloids will undoubtedly es- 
tablish many valuable uses for them, 
bnt that the specific indications, as now 
applied to the medicines evolved in Kc- 
lecticism, can be appled to the alka- 
loids no reasonable physician can admit. 
If alkaloids do not represent the full 
virtues of the plant, they surely do not 
fulfill indications which have been 


evolved from the use of whole plant 


preparations. We wish alkaloidalists 
success in anything that will make for 
the good of medicine and humanity, 
but we do not hesitate to put ourselves 
on record as charging it a reprehensible 
practice to take bodily the indications 
for full plant medicines and apply them 
to fragments of those plants. How 
quickly have the indications and uses 
of alkaloidal medication grown into 
massive proportions! Compare their 


alleged virtues and indications with 
those of Eclectic fluid medicines, and 
note the “source of their being.” —Ec- 
lectic Medical Gleaner, 


Arterial Degeneration. 


Rankin (Edinburg Medical Journal ) 


gives the following points as of promi- 


inent diagnostic importance in this con- 
dition : 

1. The patient is past middle life or — 
bears the stigmata of premature se- 
nility. 

2. The superficial arteries are hard, | 
prominent, tortuous, and locomotive. 

3. The pulse is resistant, of high 
tension, of a variable rhythm, and of 
diminished amplitude. 

4. The heart is hypertrophied, es- 
pecially the left ventricle. The second 
aortic sound is accentuated, and, if dila- 
tation takes place to any degree, a sys- 
tolic murmur becomes _ established 
either at the apex or in the left auricu- 
lar area. 

5. Organic manifestations are fre- 
quent and diverse. They vary accord- 
ing to the seat of maximal distribution 
of the diseased vessels. 

6. There is, in a large proportion of 
cases, a history of syphilis, alcoholism, 
or physical strain. In many, the pa- 
tient pleads guilty to all three. 

7. There may be a family history of 


gout or of some other constitutional 


instability, which conduces to imperfect 
metabolism. 

In the matter of treatment, the pa- 
tient should lead a quiet life, avoid 
dietetic excess, and take a reasonable 
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amount of exercise, Alcohol is contra- 
indicated, the food should be simple, 
and red meat should be restricted, es- 
~ pecially in patients with the gouty dia- 
thesis; the bowels should be evacu- 
uated daily and simple tonics pre- 
scribed. 


When anginoid attacks follow on 


vertigo and dyspnoea, and are accom- 
panied by a high tension pulse, the pa- 
tient should be kept in bed, fed on 
simple food, and ordered the following 
mixture three or four times in each 
twenty-four hours: lodide of sodium, 


10 grs.; solution of nitro-glycerine, 1 


per cent., 2 minims; Fowler’s solution, 
3 minims; decoction of bark, 1 oz. 
He should also have 1 gr. of calomel at 
bedtime, every night for a week, fol- 
lowed in the morning by a sufficient 
dose sulphate of soda or sulphate of 
magnesia to insure a satisfactory re- 
sult. If compensation has 
down and there is evidence of cardiac 
dilatation, digitalis should be given, 
combined with nitro-glycerine ; tinct- 
ure of digitalis, 15 minims; solution 
of nitro- glycerine, 1 per cent., 1 
minim: solution of strychnine, 5 
minims ; peppermint water, 1 oz. This 
mixture should be taken every six 
hours, until the regularity of the pulse 
becomes re-established, and then the 
dosage lessened one-half. Later, when 
the pulse has become normal, a tonic 
pill of iron, strophanthus, strychnine, 
and rhubarb should be given. If the 
cardiac failure has gone on to the pro- 
duction of general congestion of liver 
and lungs, leeches and venesection 
should be employed.—Charlotte Medi- 
cal Journal.

Typhoid Orchitis. 


Blumenfeld (British Medical Journal ) 
has collected sixty-nine observations of 
orchitis occurring as a complication or 
sequel of typhoid fever, from which he 
draws the followiug conclusions : Orchi- 
tis generally appears during convales- 
cence, less frequently in the active 
course of the disease. It is character- 
ized by a rapid rise of temperature, 
pain in the scrotum, occasional vomit- 
ing, which is apparently reflex. Pain 
is sometimes insidious, but usually in- 
creases rapidly, being situated in the 
neighborhood of the epididymis and 
vas. It may radiate into the loins and 
the inguinal regions, intercostal spaces, 
and the thighs, both in front and be- 


hind. The erect posture or movement 


of any kind is painful. Examination 
reveals the presence of swelling on one 
side, as typhoid orchitis is always uni- 
lateral, an important distinction from 
that met with in gonorrhea. Orchitis 
ends in resolution or by suppuration 
(twenty-nine out of sixty-nine cases) 
occasionally by atrophy, which is the 
least common. The duration varies 


from twelve to eighteen days, exclusive 
of suppurating cases. The treatment 
consists in sedatives and local protec- 
tion.— Charlotte Medical Journal,

Irregularity of the pupils was found 
thirty-two patients. or 45%. 

The sensory pupil reflex was absent 
in sixty-one patients, or 87% ; a very 
high percentage considering the ages 
of the patients. — 

The direct light reaction was percep- 
tibly sluggish in one or usually both 
eyes in fifteen patients, or 21%. 


The direct light reaction was entirely 


wanting 10 one or usually both eyes in 
twenty patients, or 28%. 


The convergence reaction was slug- 


vish in six patients, or 9%, in all of 
whom the light reaction was sluggish 
or wanting. 

The size of the pupils ranged from 
15 to 5mm., and in thirty-seven pa- 
tients, or 55%, one or both pupils were 
smaller than average size for patients’ 
‘age and refraction. 

Great care was taken to exclude cases 
of alcoholic pseudo-paresis.— Charlotte 
Medical Journal.

THE ASEPTIC DRESSING FOR 
BURNS. 


In the field of medicine and surgery 
there is no better opportunity to win © 
the gratitude of both patient and fam- 
ily than in the effective treatment of 
burns. After the initial hypodermic, 
there is rarely need for further consti- 
tutional treatment if the patient has 
been in good health. 

The primary dressing should be made 
as early as possible to insure comfort 
to the patient and reduce the degree of — 
shock. Dry dressings, heavy oils or 
salves should never be used, as they 
cause irritation and predispose to pus 
formation. Prompt applications of Gly- 
co-Thymoline in a 50% to full strength 
solution to burns of the first degree 
prevent the loss of epidermis and re- 
lieve pain.
